EFFORTS TO CONTROL THEFT, BRIBERY IN MATERIALS SECTOR DISCUSSED

(Text ] As the right-hand support of the people, the materials 
sector has the task of receiving, storing, transporting and 
supplying large quantities of materials for production, 
construction, national defense and the lives of the people. 
A materials supply network has been built in almost all 

the sectors and localities down to the primary level units. 
The results of the activities of the sector have had a direct 
influence on the fulfillment of the state plans, on socialist 
construction and on defending the fatherland. Because it 

has a large amount of materials on hand and because 
commodities are valuable, scarce and easily lost and 
damaged, the materials sector is regarded as one of the 

key sectors for carrying on the movement against negative 
phenomena, especially theft and bribery and opposing the 
masses. 


For the past several years, the agencies and units in the 
materials sector have begun to exploit the collective owner- 
ship rights of the cadres, workers and civil servants so 
they participate in managing things and gradually putting 

a stop to the theft and appropriation of state materials. 
Illegal ways of making a living, theft and authoritarianism 
have been criticized. Progress has been made in rearranging 
and strengthening management. Some of the loopholes and 
shortcomings in management have been overcome. Cases of 
theft and illegal activities in the sector have been 
prosecuted strictly. At a number of units, negative acts 
have been stopped. The number of cases of theft has declined 
greatly. A number of positive elements and progressive 
examples such as the Ha Bac, Ha Nam Ninh and Phu Khanh 














materials corporations, the Haiphong gasoline and oil 

corpoi ation and many other units are exploiting the positive 
results and creating new and wholesome work methods in 
trading and supplying materials. However, in general for 
the entire sector, negative phenomena are still widespread. 
This has a bad effect on the sector and has a complex effect 
on social life. A mumber of cadres and employees have found 
ways to pressure and make trouble for the customers in order 
to demand bribes. When picking up materials, a number of 
customer units have had to take along "gift" money as a 
bribe. These are negative phenomena that must be resolutely 
overcome. 


Experience has shown that only by exploiting the collective 
ownership rights of the cadres, workers and civil servants 
in the sector and having them participate in improving 

and strengthening management and in organizing and implement- 
ing things can manac ng the supplying of materials be 
carried out well and the negative phenomena effectively 
stopped. As collective masters, the cadres, workers and 
civil servants in the materials sector must elevate 
their spirit of responsibility, grasp the quantity and types 
of materials that they manage, store the materials carefully 
so they do no: deteriorate or become lost, ensure that the 
materiais jre used as effectively as possible and not allow 
them to by wasted or used for improper purposes. 

In the fovenent to oppose negative phenomena, the materials 
sector /aas put forth the immediate target of stopping and 
eliminating all forms of bribery and theft in order to 
qenerate momentum for the struggle to overcome other negative 
phenomena. The agencies and units that supply materials are 
responsible for providing the customer agencies and units 
with specific guidance in preparing adequate procedures and 
papers in order to avoid having to go back and forth many 
times and, at the same time, to ensure that the goods are 
delivered quickly and properly. Cadres and employees in the 
materials sector must not acCept money or any gifts from tlie 
customers. Whoever violates this or causes difficulties for 
or steals from the customers in order to make a profit 

must be dealt with appropriately. The people in charge of the 
supply agencies and units are responsible for all improper 
acts that take place in their unit. We are very glad that the 
Ministry of Supply has established four centers to handle 
complaints and charges; these are located in Hanoi, Haiphona, 
Da Nang and Ho Chi Minh City in order to promptly handle the 
negative phenomena. 











Eliminating negative phenomena in the materials sector and 
throughout society is a difficult struggle that must be 
carried on resolutely and thoroughly. Immediately, 
effectively eliminating bribery and theft in the materils 
sector will create favorable conditions ‘or stepping up 
production, reduce the tenseness concerning materials and 
create a wholesome life style and wholesome work habits 

in economic activities and trade relationships.

{Text} On 22 April the premier of the government issued Decision No 
L19-TTG designating the Ngoc Linh mountain region as a special sone to 
protect the ecology. This sone includes seven villages--(Dak Chuang) 
and (Ngoc Linh) of (Dak Lai) District, and (Dak Ngo), (Dak Sao), (Ngoc 
Yen), (Ngoc Lai) and (Man Giang) of Dak To District. 


The state will enforce appropriate administrative, economic, scientific 
and technical measures for protecting the ecology in order to preserve, 
develop and exploit the pharmaceutical resources and other precious local 
products. All economic, cultural and social activities of state organs, 
armed forces units, cooperatives and the people which are harmful to the 
protection of the ecology in this zone are strictly forbidden. 


The People's Committee of Gia Lai-Cong Tum Province has the responsi- 
bility and authority to draw the actual boundaries of this special zone; 
establish specific regulations for protecting the ecology there, includ- 
ing punitive measures to be taken against units and individuals who 
violate these regulations; organize managerial activities to protect the 
ecology in the special zone in accordance with the provincial regulations; 
formulate plans and programs for protecting the ecology there; and pre- 
serve, develop and exploit the pharmaceutical resources and other special 
local products in accordance with the current system for decentralization

NEED, WAYS TO SAVE FUEL DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 1 Apr 80 p 1 
(Editorial: “Save on Fuel") 


[Text] At present and in the coming years, coal is and will 
continue to be an essential fuel that cannot be replaced in 
production and cons ion. The coal industry is striving to 
step up mining and build and put into use many new mines. 
But coal consumption and export needs are increasing faster 
than the rate of mining. Because of this, organizing the 
distribution and use of coal in the most effective way 
possible and using the fuel rationally and economically at 
the production and consumer units is an important struggle 
guideline in order to contribute to overcoming the shortage 
of fuel. 


There is much waste at present because coal is not used in 
accord with the set norms. Many places do not actively carry 
out the measures for using coal economically; on the contrary, 
they rely on the difficulties in distribution to disregard 
the fuel waste norms and ignore the stipulations for the 

use of various types of coal that have been set for each 
type of product. Some business enterprise installations mix 
coal used for daily iife with coal supplied for production, 
weights are not clear and, in the end, consumption, including 
the coal that is stolen, is turned into product costs and, 
because of this,the waste of materials has risen to an 
excessively high level. Some production installations, when 
making production plans, want to take preventive measures and 
so they increase their estimates and request an amount of 
coal many times greater than they can actually use; 

this creates additional artifical shortages. Because plans 
have been made without giving any consideration to the rate 
of evergy waste, a number of local cement production 
enterprises have processed clinkers using No 1 export coal 
cinders. Some bakeries, noodle dryers and brick and tile 
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kilns have also used old coal, 4 type of coal reserved for 
iron, steel and glass furnaces. Through a recent inspection 
conducted at 37 units that use coal, the council, which 
reviewed the coal use norms of the state, discovered and 
eut almost 70,000 tons used in excess of the norme and 
replaced 100,000 tons of lump coal with coal cinders. One 
production unit has reduced the waste of Lump coal from 
2,000 to 200 tons. The results of these inspections show 
that there are great capabilities for economizing on coal. 


The rational and economical use of coal is not a temporary 
measure; on the contrary, it is a long-term economization 
policy in socialist construction. In all periods of 
socialist construction, the economization policies must be 
carried out in production and consumption. In conditions in 
which production techniques are still inferior, appropriate 
economization measures that are simple but effective can be 
implemented. The first measure is to strictly carry out the 
material waste norms. Each unit and worker who lights the 
furnaces must use the fuel waste norms as a yardstick to 
measure the economic results and labor quality. Another 
measure is to reduce the use of coal but still maintain 

the quality of the products. As for products that do not 
require good grades of coal, the furnaces must be improved 
in order to use low grades of coal and reserve the good coal 
for essential tasks. If all the collective mess halls use 
improved charcoal stoves (designed by the coal processing 
research department), each year it may be possible to trans- 
fer 20,000 to 30,000 tons of coal from the consumer sphere 
to the production sphere and, at the same time, fuel 
expenses for one meal will be reduced 10-fold. At the 
manually-operated lime, brick and tile kilns and the wheat 
drying ovens, by using one part good coal mixed with peat, 
low grade coal, coal bri S and so on, it may be possible 
to save approximately ,000 tons of high-grade coal, and 
the volume of production of bricks, tiles and lime may 
increase because of having additional fuel. Expanding the 
mining and use of low-grade coal and = this coal instead 
of high-grade coal at the small industrial production 
installations is an economization measure that should be 
carried out widespreadly. 


Economizing is a major and long-term policy. Each production 
installation and each one of us must carry out this policy 
correctly.

NORTHERN STATE FARMS CONFERENCE~-The Ministry of Agriculture recently held 
a conference of state farms in the north to discuss measures to fulfill 

the 1980 plan to greet the three major anniversaries. To insure a large 
quantity of export goods and a considerable volume of grain and food for 

the state, the northern state farms will step up land reclamation, striving 
to make the fullest use of all available land and facilities to increase 
grain and food production, As an immediate etep, cadres, workers and per- 
sonnel of the estate farms will strive to supply themselves and their families 
with their grain requirements for 3 months. Thus, with more than 300,000 
cadres and workers and their dependents, these state farme would be able to 
save 13,000-15,000 tons of grain in paddy equivalent for the state. The 
conference also discussed plans for the improvement of economic management 
aimed at satisfactorily fulfilling their taske and distributing parte of

BKO1L0608 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 1100 GMT 28 Apr 80 


[Unattributed article: "Agricultural Production in the South 5 Years After 
Liberation") 


(Summary) Five years after liberation, the party and the state have made 
great efforte to create conditions for the southern provinces to build the 
economy and carry out agricultural transformation and development. 


"The south has 20 provinces and cities with 4 large agro-economic areas, 
namely the Trung Bo coastal area, the central highlands, the eastern Nam 
Bo area and the Mekong River area, it has a land area of 16,38 million 
hectares including 4.17 million hectares of agricultural Land, 


"Under the old regime, the U.S.-puppet administration did not pay any atten- 
tion to agricultural development. That is why « large part of the rice- 
fields there had continued to be sown with only one crop per year. Since 
liberation, the people have spent 160 million man-daye digging 160 million 
cubie meters of earth, erecting dozens of water conservancy projects and 
sowing additional rice crops, thereby bringing the area of winter-epring 
and summer-fall rice to 1.3 million hectares in 1979, an increase of 372,000 
hectares over 1976," 


The winter-spring crop has become a main crop and the summer-fall crop has 
had high but unstable output. The 1L0th-month crop now accounts for 60 per- 
cent of the total yearly crop area, and in the 1979 lOth-month sowing season, 
short-term high-yield rice varieties were used on only 200,000 hectares or 

14 percent of the sown area. 


"The areas of corn, sweet potatoes and manioc have also increased relatively 
quickly. Compared with 1974, the pre-liberation year, the present corn ares 
has increased four fold; the sweet potato area, 4.5-fold; and the manicc area, 
5.4-fold. Particularly, the acreage of kaoliang--a crop developed after 
liberation--amounted to more than 50,000 hectares in 1979. Thanks to great 
efforts in expanding areas for intensive cultivation of subsidiary food 
crops, in 1979 the total yield of subsidiary food crops in paddy equivalent 

in the south increased by 670,000 tons over 1976." 
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The area of some industrial crops has also developed very quickly, In 
1979, the peanut area increased 1,7-fold over 1974; the soybean area in- 
creased 1,4-fold over 1976; and the rubber plantation area was nearly 
10,000 hectares more than the pre-liberation period, The planting of pine- 
apples on akaline soil is being developed, with more than 10,000 hectares 
now being harvested in the Mekong delta, 


"The area of many kinds of induetrial crops has increased, while there have 
also been decreases, In 1979, the sugarcane area decreased by nearly 
60,000 hectares as compared to that in 1976, The areas of tobacco, peanut 
and pineapple have increased sharply. However, because of inadequate 
efforts to promote the signing of two-way contracts and irrational deploy- 
ment of processing plants, the state has yet to be able to secure enough 
raw materiale to supply to the processing industry," 


The crossbreeding of cattle and the replacing of the present etrain of in- 
dustrial chickens with a new one are aleo being carried out by the state, 


"Although in 1979 the grain yields in the south increased by 18 percent 
over 1976, the collection of grain for the state met with a lot of diffi- 
culties and has been gradually reduced, because the population increased by 
1.8 million, Considering the increased population, it is obvious that the 
grain yield here [in the south] hae increased slowly--especially the rice 
yields, which have not been stabilized. Since 1976, the climate has de- 
veloped in a very complicated way. Apart from this, the scourge of brown 
leafhoppers ravaging ricefields has adversely affected agricultural produc- 
tion, and especially grain production. In 1978, the rice area completely 
destroyed by floods and brown lLeafhoppers accounted for 20 percent of the 
total rice area, and the rice area with poor output was also not small.” 


On the water conservancy front, the state has invested 345.8 million dong 
in the construction of many water conservancy projects in the former Nam 
Bo Provinces in order to irrigate approximately 855,000 hectares. However, 
only 547,000 hectares of land have been irrigated and put into production 
so far. 


Failure to supply chemical fertilizer in time and unsatisfactory agricul- 
tural transformacion efforts have also affected agricultural development. 
The building of state farms is still slow, As of 1979, the south had only 
40 state farms specializing in grain production. As for animal husbandry, 
compared with 1976, in 1979 the hog population increased by 23.76 percent, 
buffalo population 3.55 percent and cattle population 1.86 percent. 


In 1980 the southern provinces are re-examining their production plans and 


taking more positive steps to increase grain production in order to meet 
the people's food requirements.

AGRICULTURAL ACHIEVEMENTS IN HAI HUNG PROVINCE DISCUSSED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 14 Mar 80 p l 
(Editorial: "A Province That Leads and Produces Excellently" | 


[Text] In recent years, our economy, which only recently came 
out of a long war and has lacked balance, has had to contend 
with natural disasters and enemy destruction and this has 
caused many new difficulties for food production. In 
conditions in which the weather is bad and agricultural 
materials, especially fertilizer, are in short supply, a 
number of provinces have still satisfactorily exploited the 
existing capabilities concerning laborers, arable land and 
material means in order to gradually increase grain yields. 
Hai Hung is one province that has made a great effort as 
compared with other provinces. 


The first reason for its success is that the province has 
determined and resolutely organized the implementation of 
correct guidelines. In overpopulated conditions, Hai Hung 
has emphasized the intensive cultivation of rice and 
expanded the subsidiary food crops growing area by planting 
additional winter crops. The arrangement of the yearly and 
seasonal crop allocations, the crop rotation formulas in 
each zone and the seasonal crop allocations all manifest the 
guidelines mentioned above. Although the rice yield has not 
been stable in recent years, grain yields have still 
increased because of the subsidiary food crop yields. Along 
with expanding the short-term, good yield rice area, the 
province has quickly expanded the winter crop. For 4 years 
now, the winter crop area has increased an average of 37.6 
percent a year; in this, the subsidiary food crop area, 
mainly potatoes and sweet potatoes, has increased rapidly. 
During the 1979/1980 witner season, the province sowed more 
than 63,000 hectares, fulfilling 105 percent of the planned 
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quota, which is 42.4 percent of the farming area in the 
province. This is also the year when the subsidiary food 


crop yield, in paddy equivalent, increased quickly and the 
winter crop yield was the highest ever. 


In order to implement the new production guidelines, there 
must be a suitable material and technical base. Carrying on 
multicropping on land where wet rice and dry-field aibekélery 
food crops are grown, during a period when much interplanting 
had to be done, Hai Hung has given attention above all to the 
material and technical bases, provided water for the crops, 
worked the soil and selected seed. Transforming the surfaces, 
building field embankments, creating conditions to actively 
irrigate and drain the fields, increasing the number of 
machines in the fields, gradually improving the fertility 

of the soil, opening roads and quickly bringing new 
short-term, high-yield varieties of rice to the regions 
during the production seasons are tasks aimed at providing 
the material base for cultivating rice intensively and 
planting additional subsidiary food crops. Production 
schedules have become an important technique and strict 
production discipline for each region and each crop in order 


to implement a rational crop rotation and multicropping 
structure. 


Management and crop rotation techniques are closely related 
to each other in the implementation of the production 
guidelines. Multicropping and crop rotation both require 
that the reorganization of the production factors be promoted 
vigorously. The districts must have adequate strength to 
guide the production installations and district-level 
technical management agencies so that they cooperate with 
each other in implementing the production regulations. The 
medium-sized and stable agricultural cooperatives and the 
production units that have been solidified provide the 
conditions for ensuring that the production tasks at the 
production bases are organized — carried out. Reviewing 
the experiences of the progressive models, 1 ing stud 
movements, following the example of the excel Lent product on 
units and correctly using the production stimulation 
policies promulgated recently have contributed to mobilizing 
the production promotion emulation spirit of the cadres and 
cooperative members, strengthened the economy in the state 
and collective spheres, expanded the family economy in the 
correct way and increased social products. 
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Although good achievements have been scored, agricultural 
production in Hai Hung is not all round. A number of 
industrial crops are growing slowly. The movement to 
cultivate grain crops intensively and expand animal husbandry 
is not uniform. In 1979, throughout the province, 178 
cooperatives did not hit the target of 5 tons of paddy per 
hectare. When expanding the production of subsidiary food 
crops, a number of places slighted the intensive cultivation 
of two rice crops and, because of this, grain yields have 
increased slowly. The tasks of increasing the combat strength 
of the party base organizations, building the district 
echelon and managing the cooperatives are not synchronized 


and have not promptly satisfied the agricultural production 
expansion requirements. 


Exploiting the strengths and overcoming the weaknesses and 
shortcomings mentioned above means creating conditions to 
enable agricultural production in Hai Hung to expand in 


the coming years and enabling Hai Hung to become a leading 
province in production and a model.

HANOI GIVES DETAILS OF WATER CONSERVANCY WORK IN SOUTH 
BK261544 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 1300 GMT 25 Apr 80 BK 


[Recapitulative report on 5 years of development of water conservancy in 
South Vietnam) 


[Summary] Since liberation day, 30 April 1975, implementing the policy 
on the party and state, the southern provinces and cities have launched 
& movement for water conservancy in support of agricultural production. 
The movement picked up speed in later 1975 and early 1976 and went into 
full sewing in 1977. 


"At present each province or city has from 30 to 80 irrigation engineers 
and about 100 mid-level technical cadres. By the end of 1979 a total of 
85 large and small pump stations had been built; almost all usable irri- 
gation projects restored; many old canals dredged, many small, medium 
and large irrigation canals and ditches dug; many sections of brackish 
water dikes and embankments erected; many dams designed to contain fresh 
water and keep out brackish water built; and numerous ponds and wells dug 
to tap underground water resources." 


The various leading echelons and the people have recognized more and 
more clearly the importance of water conservancy with regard to the 
development of production and the socialist transformation of agricul- 
ture; and attention has been given to developing capital construction in 
water conservancy as well as to strengthening management over the opera- 
tion of irrigation projects already built. 


“Over the past 5 years our party and state, although busy resolving many 
important problem facing natioual construction and defense, have 
invested 697 million dong in water conservancy in the south. The irriga- 
tion projects that have been built since liberation day now provide water 
for 400,000 hectares of croplands. Although only about 60 percent of 
their design capacity has been put into use, this ia a new progress in 
our effort to resolve the water shortage in support of intensive culti- 
vation, multicropping and area expansion in agriculture in accordance 
with the party's line for developing agriculture.” 
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An important point is that after 5 years of developing water conservancy 
in the southern provinces and cities, the need to organize a people's 
movement for water conservancy stands out ever more clearly. it ie 
necessary to combine immediate construction work with long-term irriga- 
tion plane and the use of the exieting force of technical cadres with the 
training of technical cadres and workers for the future. 


"Over the past 5 years the people have contributed 160 million man-days 
to irrigation work. The Mekong Delta provinces have each built dozens 
of pump atations and An Giang Province in particular has built nearly 
40 pump stations. Within a short time, den Tre Province finished the 
construction of the Giong Trom-Ba Tri farmland water conservancy system. 
Phu Khanh Province has concentrated efforts on repairing and enlarging 
the Dong Cam farmland water conservancy system to provide water for the 
key rice-growing area of Tuy Hoa. 


"In the coastal provinces of central Trung Bo, the fully irrigated area 
increased from 73,000 hectares in 1976 to 147,000 hectares in 1980. 

Quang Nam-Danang and Nghia Binh provinces are now building a number of 
large-scale irrigation projects in Phu Ninh, Viet Son, Nui Mot and Da 
Bang. Many districts in An Giang, Quang Nam-Danang and Dac Lac provinces 
have been noted for their outstanding achievements in water conservancy. 


“In eastern Nam Bo, the existing irrigation projects are designed to 
provide water for 53,400 hectares and 34,300 hectares have actually been 
irrigated; and a number of these projects have helped Dong Nai, Song Be 
and Tay Ninh provinces develop the cultivation of vegetables, subsidiary 
food crops and industrial crops. 


“In Tay Nguyen, water conservancy projects have not only made it possible 
to practice intensive cultivation in wet rice areas but they also pro- 
vide water in support of production and life in the new economic zones 
and settlement centers for the nomads." 


Along with the acceleration of the socialist transformation of agricul- 
ture, the movement for water conservancy now calls for the implementa- 
tion of appropriate policies designed to satisfactorily organize the 
work force, irrigation means and construction aterials, and to manage 
irrigation projects in the most effective manner and in accordance with 
the specific conditions of each area.

IMPORTANT ROLE OF PRODUCTION UNIT CHIBFS EMPHASIZED 
lanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 3 Mar 80 p i 
[ Bditorials "Production Unite and Their Chiefs" _7 


[Text_] A good cooperative must consist of units specialized in a cer- 
tain industry or a certain job, Representing a form of sector~based organ- 
ligation of basic labor in the cooperatives, production unite play a deci- 
sive role in organizing production in the fields, 


Production units are given in a relatively stable manner manpower, land, 
draft animals and farm implements as needed so as to actively carry out 
production as the plan calle for, As they are units that do accounting by 
themselves and have the task of using land and other means of production 
in a rational manner, they are responsible for the entire production proc- 
ese based on technical programs and economic norms and for delivery of all 
of the products assigned to them in the production task to their coopera- 
tives, 


Whether the production units can fulfill their task depends on their chiefs 
whose role is very important, Being responsible to the cooperatives and 
their members for production as a whole in their units, production unit 
chiefs have the following tasks as the Cooperatives’ Statutes (high level) 
indicate: 


- To adhere to the tasks assigned to their units by the cooperatives; to 
lead the cooperative members in their unite toward properly fulfilling the 
Plan, doing the assigned work and carrying out all production programs, 
technical standards and economic and technical norms; to ensure the ful- 
fillment of the assigned tasks, 


- To properly organize collective labor, to arrange and distribute labor 
to suit the capabilities and health of individuals; to improve and raise 
the professional capacity of cooperative members, to maintain labor safe- 
ty and to compute accurately their wages, 
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~ To make public reports at the end of each month and after every crop 
season about fulfillment of the production plan, receipts, expenses, work 
points, etc, to members of their unite, 


~ To maintain democratic activities within their unite, to provide coopera- 
tive members with political and ideological education; to promote in time 
the effects of good people and good deeds; to educate and assist the coop- 
erative members who have made slow progress, 


Directing dogens of production workers within the scope of dosens of hec- 
tares, production unit chiefe gust not only have a good sense of respon- 
sibility and be devoted to the common work, but also know management and 
technical matters and how to organize and proselyte the masses, Only by 
thoroughly understanding the situation and characteristics of every rice- 
fleld, every worker and every production tool in their units can they draw 
up plans for different jobs in different times and on different days while 
controlling the important ones so as to assume leadership over production, 
They must know the fields, labor and every cooperative member's family; 

be concerned about assisting any families that encounter difficulties and 
listening to cooperative members; and overcome in time any shortcomings in 
leadership, They must openly carry out the system of paying for any work 
done and make public clearly the quantities of and payment for fertilizers 
to which each worker and cooperative member's family is entitled so as to 
make the cooperative nembers feel reassured as they step up production, 


In order to strengthen and consolidate the production units, in addition 

to a rational organization of the scope and size of labor, land, etc, and 
determination of the tasks of these units, we must pay utmost attention to 
selecting, training and improving the chiefs of production unite, To re- 
view and popularize the experience in organization and leadership of the 
chiefs of progressive production units is the best way to continue to raise 
the spirit of responsibility and commanding capacity of production unit 
chiefs,

DONG NAI ADOPTS TWO FORMULAS TO ACHIEVE SELF -SUFFICIENCY

[Text_] In 1979 Dong Nai Province had good crops in all of the three 
winter-spring, summer-autumn and tenth-month seasons, As compared with 
1978, ite total area of grain crops in 1979 was increased by 9,256 hectares 
and the gross grain production by about 130,000 tons (in paddy equivalent). 
That was the year it had the highest grain production (since 1975), which 
was even higher than that of 1977, a year of very good crop, But with a 
population of 1,3 million people, Dong Wai remains a place where “three 
persons work | hectare” (a farm worker works from 3,000 
of cultivated land) and “one farmer feeds 4,” as 
usually say. As a result, thie potential land has not yet resolved the 
erain problem by iteelf, The average per capita paddy production in 1975 
was only 80 kilograms; thie year, with lots of e 
food crops, production has gone up to only about 170 kilograms.

In recent days, as there are the resolution of the Sixth Plenum of the VCP 
Central Committee and many new policies in agriculture, particularly the 
resolution on good use of farm land, Dong Nai Province had many “obsessive 
considerations,” <A province like Dong Nai having “attractive sceneries,” 
vast and good land, a large population, the well-known Bien Hoa industrial 
center and many unique plants and animale should have acquired early a rich 
industrial-agricultural structure and taken many directions to achieve pro- 
duction of many forms, but so far it has not become rich and prosperous 
yet. Furthermore, it has not yet succeeded in steadily maintaining a bal- 
ance in its own grain supply system, In the light of the new resolutions 
and policies, it is reassessing iteelf as it is determined to find the more 
“economic” directions to take, These include two principal “formulas” that 
are quite accurate. 





Formula ti Area Extension, Intensive Cultivation 


It was not true that the province had not attempted in the last few years 
to open new land and to practice multicoropping in order to quickly extend 
the cultivated area, Sut it was not capable of fulfilling that wish, Gen- 
erally speaking, the opening of new land that was quite costly in 4 prov- 
Lnoe that etill had immense areas of virgin hills and bare land did not re- 
ault in any conaiderable amount of new cultivated area, There was too much 
wasteland, feclaiming was not carried out fully, with the partially re- 
Claimed land being left unproductive and auch of it becoming waste again, 
Even ir the case of tame land, in some localities and during some seasrne 
it was common for the crop-growing work to be left unfinished, Many vil- 
lages, hamlete and production collectives, due to a lack of concept of full 
uee of land and manpower, normally fulfilled only about 50 peroent of their 
cultivated-area goal, Some localities even failed to grow crops in all of 
their land but refused to let people from other localities till that land, 
ven the “point system" cooperatives failed to ensure fulfilling their 
Cultivated-area goals, 


Consequently, in the early days of 1980, with determination to implement 
the new policies, the province put emphasie on opening new land to extend 
the area of cultivated land and adopted a plan to bring the entire province 
into “an emulation campaign to open and break new land on the spot” in this 
dry season, The movement was started in every district, village and han- 
let with local manpower, which was to organise iteelf for seeding and 
planting, caring for, protecting, harvesting and distributing the fruit of 
crops, Implementing the new policy on the use of farm land, the province 
has decreed that "... the localities having a lot of wasteland but little 
manpower and having had enough land for production can let people fron 
other localities come and usec their land, with clear-cut guidelines as to 
plane for different areas, The effort is aimed at extending arwa by first 
fully using the waste and idle land and then using the land that has been 
reclaimed but has become waste again, but not forests since destruction of 
forests is prohibited; opening and breaking new land is mainly for growing 
arain crops....” 


In addition, the province has separate plans for state farms to step up 
collective opening of new land, 


Throughout Dong Nail Province there are 11 state farms of average size of a 
few thousands of hectares each, But for many reasons some of them have not 
yet acquired good production and business conditions, The province has the 
tentative plan of “dissolving” 3 state farms for such regrettable reasons 
as having not enough fund (about 2,5 million dong) to build a large road 
for Chau Thanh State Farm, which has an area of 3,800 hectares (including 
3,100 hectares of farm land) where rice, peanut, corn and soybean can be 
grown, Or Song Trau State Farm, which has 2,800 hectares where rice and 
corn can be grown, now under the management of Thong Nhat District, How- 
ever, since the state farm is located in an area having protruding rocks, 
it is difficult to mechanigze the soil-preparing job. Work has therefore 
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been stopped, But it needs only to shift iteelf into the territory of the 
friendly neighboring district in order to become a state farm where work 
will be much easier, Agriculture Minister Nguyen Neoe Triu, who recently 
came to work with the province, offered the opinion that the plan to die- 
solve the etate farme should be reconsidered, If they involve new land 
that could be opened, good land that could be made productive right away 
and land that could accommodate grain crops, the province could go ahead 
with drafting plane and if it needed capital, the Minletry would make di- 
rect investment, Thue in Dong Nal many pleces of land might be “revived,” 


A fact that deserves attention le that thie province has a row of 4 state 
farme located along the banks of Hay Aiver and having as much as 17,224 
hectares of cultivated land, of which more than 8,000 hectares can put 
aside for corn and more than 6,000 hectares for soybean, But these state 
farms have opened only more than 1,000 hectares of new land, have grown 
corn in about 700 hectares and have just grown soybean on a trial basis, 
Consequently, investment can be concentrated on continuing to open new land 
only within the area of the 4 state farms, possibly as much as 15,000 heo- 
tares, and will surely be fruitful,

That is opening of new land, 


In addition, the province is still very much capable of practicing multi- 
cropping and raising the crop rotation coefficient for the purpose of re- 
ducing waste in the use of land, To do eo it must first of all pay atten- 
tion to water conservancy, But according to its 1979 evaluation, although 
priority has been given investment of capital, materials and grain, the wa- 
ter conservancy undertaking has somewhat declined, The number of new pro)j- 
ects has not increased while many others remain unfinished and the old wa- 
ter conservancy system cannot be expanded because canals and ditches have 
not yet been improved, Since the area of land that can be watered has not 
increased, the practice of multicropping does not show any improvement over 
the past years, The effects of water conservancy on intensive cultivation 
of rice and subsidiary food crops have not yet become obvious, sut by 
sticking to within-reach small water conservancy works and concentrating on 
doing work in and neatly finishing small areas Dong Nai Province can be in 
a better position to practice multicropping. 


On the other hand, the province has begun to pay attention to synchronized 
practice of intensive crop cultivation, In Dong Nai, as in former Nam bo 
as a whole, talking about intensive cultivation means thinking about a good 
soil base, but this is a quite complicated job to do, The soil must be 
“questioned” before we know the direction to take to improve it, The of- 
fice in the South of the Agricultural Project Planning Institute has shown 
many efforts in this regard as it has taken soil samples from thousands of 
points, probably including many points in Dong Nai Province, And some 
familiarization with the Dong Nai soil has been obtained, But total in- 
provement of soil so far remains a subject of research and testing in a 
number of agricultural scientific and technical installations, As a result, 
the province can only suggest work within its reach, First is to do water 
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conservancy work «= to use water to affect the soll, Then to apply fertil- 
iser, If there Le not enough inorganic fertiliser, then make and use or- 
fanic fertiliser, These kinds of work are far from simple, however, Vong 
Nai nae for some time been known for ite good hog breed, which has been 
supplied to many provinces in the South, A aystem of state animal farms 
hae been set up early throughout the province, Every district in Dong Nal 
(like Chau Thanh Dietriet for inetance) has a ple farm being organised 
quite nicely and having hundreds of very beautiful sows and breeding boars, 
In the popular sector, many villages have become known as breeding areas, 
Nany families raise two groups of good breeding sows at the same time, 
There ie a family in Ho Nal 1 that has enough pigsties to maise hundreds of 
sows and meat hogs, The province ie getting prepared to announce the regu- 
lations that materialise the new state policy about encouraging hog rais- 
ing, With the new policy and with better handling of the feed problen, 
Dong Nai Province ise under favorable conditions to quickly increase the 
size of ite herd of hoge (from 6,897 in 1979 to 20,000 heads in 1980), in- 
Cluding 2,000 sows, but hog raising in the collective sector is being un- 
dertaken on a trial basis and there already are many difficulties, With 
the new policy, the sise of the herd of cattle can also be greatly in- 
crested, But in Dong Nai, animal raising ie clearly commercial as it is 
not closely linked with crop growing, The use of cattle manure to process 
into fertiliser for crops has not become a habit yet, In some localities, 
the people who used to use lote of stable manure now seem to have forgotten 
an they are dumping it around a few old fruit trees, The launching of a 
movement to use stable and green manure is extremely urgent if we want to 
keep the practice of intensive cultivation in pace with the rate of growing 
additional crops and extending the cultivated area, Moreover, there are 
many other measures within the province's reach like promptly switching to 
new rice varieties and preventing and controlling insects and diseases, 
which have been started in Dong Nai, in recent days, although the practice 
of intensive cultivation hase been ordered, only scattered efforts were 
seen, In order to quickly turn intensive cultivation into a widespread 
movement, the province has paid attention to setting up models, It is very 
regrettable that some models of agricultural transformation do not include 
models of intensive cultivation of rice and subsidiary food crops and of 
animal husbandry,

For some time the provinces in the South have drawn up projects and have 
cveen working on the basis of these projects, As to agricultural production, 
projects have been drawn up at the provincial level and for a number of 

key districts, First the planned allocation of crops and domestic animals 
is usually determined correctly, Then after every season there are some 
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necessary adjustments like extending the area of thie orop or reducing the 
area of that crop, Sometimes an adjustment aimed at making the area allo- 
cation of a crop more rational can lead to a slenificant turning point cap- 
able of completely changing the economic image of a locality, 


in Dong Nal we have this eituation:s the province basically grows rice and 
subsidiary food cropea but hase many food and industrial plants as well, He- 
cently, in addition to extending the areas and practicing intensive oulti- 
vation of these crops in general, the people and cadres of Dong Nal have 
put emphaesie on corn and soybean, 


Corn ia introduced as an especially important erain crop, As everybody 
knows, in the South corn was at one time the thir most iaportant export 
commodity (after rice and rubber), Besides serving as food for human be- 
ings, corn is the principal raw material for making synthetic livestock 
feed. The soil in eastern Nam Bo is very suitable for corn, which is easy 
to grow, does not require any special soll and offers high-yield ibii- 
ities, Bastern Nam Bo normally grows a Thai hybrid corn varie\y (which is 
also called “milk corn” because it contains nearly ae much protein as milk) 
and the good local red and white corn varieties, Even as intensive culti- 
vation was not practiced very properly, the corn varieties in Dong Nai 
once offered yields of up to about 2 tons per hectare, In a year two corn 
crops can be grown, either separately or along with soybean as a companion 
crop, In the last days of last year, on both sides of routes | and 15, 
which run through Dong Nai, the people and production collectives were 
putting large baskets of corn kernels in the sun to dry, In Tan Yen (Thong 
Nhat) Cooperative, Mr Bao's family regularly raises a sow and ite litter 
and two meat hogs mainly because it grows lote of corn, 


Dong Nal ie having a shortage of grain for people and feed for ite animals, 
Corn is showing ite preciousness, 


As we talk about corn, we must at the same time talk about its companion 
Plant or soybean, According to Dong Nai's experience, soybean not only 
provides additional food for people and animals, but it also is the plant 
that can be grown as a rotation crop for the purpose of improving the soi) 
and, as such, has total economic value, Soybean requires little nitrate 
fertilizer, Consequently, the Dong Nai people just love this plant. Dong 
Nai is aleo the land of many famous soybean varieties like the Nam Vang- 
Phu Hoa variety which yields large round seeds of light yellow color and 
pinkish brown eyes, has a short growth period of 80 to 9 days and offers 
yields ranging from 1,000 to 1,500 kilograms per hectare, Or the brown- 
eyed Nam Vang variety (also called black-shelled Nam Vang variety) having 
& growth period of 90-105 days and offering yields ranging from 1,200 to 
1,500 kilograms per hectare. In addition, there are other varieties such 
as Bach Mi and Prague (originating from India), Tan Phu, Thong Nhat and 
Xuan Loc Districts grow quite a lot of soybean, Phu Hoa Village (Tan Phu 
District) grows as much as 1,500 hectares of soybean and once sold thou- 
sands of tons of soybean seeds a year to the state, There are five vil- 
lages that grow nearly as much soybean as Phu Hoa, The province can grow 
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two soybean crope back to back in a year, The people are used to growing 
soybean in leose light soll having average amounts of humus and rich soil 
and being free of waterlogeing and alkaline; soybean oan be grown right 
away in the newly-opened slash-burn flelds, Almost all of the soybean 
crop in Dong Nal ie grown in basalt soll, which drains easily, 


Sinee the liberation Dong Nal hae been paying attention to extending the 
soybean area, which increased from 5,700 in 196) to 10,000 hectares in 
1979, But peoentily it thought that the Lnorease was still too slow, In 
1980, it will grow about 62,000 hectares of both corn and soybean, 


The province has 5 large estate farms which can immediately become epecial- 
leed in growing corn and soybean, with the Ray Aiver state farm group be- 
ing Capable of quickly extending the cultivated area to grow as much as 
17,000 hectares of corn and soybean, Dong Nal cannot aise this opportuni- 
ty to move forward very quickly and to become the leading soybean producer 
of the country. 


Yoreover, we need to mention a third plant that has good growth potential 

in eastern Nam Bor needle grase (Stipa). It is a kind of leguminous plant 

that hae three uses: with high protein content, it can be 

fresh feed for domestic animale; it can be dried and ground and used as a

feed supplement; it can be a cover crop, resist soil depletion and be a 
good green-manure plant, By seeding or planting cuttings, this grass is 
grown in the epring, is cut every 2 months and yields 70-60 tons per hec- 
tare, This grease ie very strong and grows well even in slightly acid soll, 
outgrowing even cogon erase ( ta cyli ), It can be grown by it- 
self on Willd, or along with pineapple.

{ Text 7 In order to totally fulfill the agricultural production plan of 
he entire year, we must not only step up production of grain and foods 
but also attach importance to industrial plants, which include fruit trees, 
essential-oll plants and medicinal plants, The season for growing indus- 
trial plants is as tight as that of grain and food crops, in the northern 
provinces, north of Da Nang, the spring season has also a decisive meaning 
for the entire year in terme of fulfilling the plan for industrial crop 
production, mainly the annual industrial plante, 


In some localities this is the time for concentrated growing of such indus- 
trial plants as spring soybean, spring peanut, spring tobacco, green jute, 
rush, sugar cane, etc, In addition to keeping up with the planting sched- 
ule, we must take synchronized intensive-cultivation measures to grow in- 
dustrial plants in the spring, First of all, we must have enough good 
seeds, maintain the right seeding rate, at the same time save seeds and 
young plants to cover all of the area to be cultivated, and attain and sur- 
pass the projected production level, Taking good care of the industrial 
crops this spring has a great and decisive effect on the growth of these 
crops and their total yield in the year, particularly in the case of the 
long-term industrial plants, In this spring crop season, in regard to 
rush, pineapple, sugar cane and such perennial trees as tea, coffee and 
rubber, we must effectively take intensive-cultivation measures, such as 
plowing and harrowing, weeding, fertilizing, pruning, shaping and creating 
favorable conditions to promote good growth, For the long-term industrial 
Plants that had been grown lately and in February suffered from the cold 
weather and lack of water we must increase the rounds of weeding, care and 
fertiliging to further promote their growth, In late spring and early 
summer, harmful insects can easily appear in the industrial crops, We 
must get our means ready and properly make projections and forecasts in 
order to actively destroy in time the nests of harmful insects, 











Induetrial crepe occupy a very important position of many facete: they are 
the sources of raw materials for induetry, farm products for export, con- 
sumer goods and foods for human beings and supplemental feed for domestic 
animale, As our Cooperatives concentrate their force on fulfilling the

The Party Organigation Congress of Tien Giang Province has made a unani- 
mous evaluation: In the past nearly 3 years, the party organization and 
the people had “obtained encouraging results in developing the economy and 
culture, maintaining the standard of living and gradually building the 
industrial-agricultural structure of the province,” 


One of the outstanding achievements of the province was to obtain great re- 
sults in intensive cultivation, multicropping and extension of area, both 
in crop growing and animal husbandry and for both rice and subsidiary food 
crops, in epite of the fact that in the past few years Tien Giang had en- 
countered many difficulties and challenges caused by natural calamities, 
leafhoppers, unprecedentedly serious floods and almost constant materials 
problems (gasoline and of], fertilizers, insecticides, etc,), Paddy pro- 
duction in the last few years was not stable, but showed considerable in- 
creases over 1976, In 1977, the yield was 27,9 quintale per hectare, or 
? percent more than 1976, and the volume of ion was 532,803 tone, 
19 percent higher than that of 1976, In 1976, Tien Giang had serious 
floods and crop damages caused by leafhoppers., As a result, the yield was 
only 15 quintals per hectare, down 44 percent from the 1977 mark, and the 
volume of production was 302,536 tons, or 43 percent less than 1977, In 
1979, agricultural production was restored to a certain extent in Tien 
Giang, The yield was increased to 25,6 quintals per hectare, and the vol- 
ume of production reached 545,012 tons, even higher than 1977, which was 
one of the better years after the liberation, 


The movement to grow subsidiary grain crops showed good initial develop- 
ment, the beet one in 1978, the year Tien Giang had to deal with natural 
calamities, with the cultivated area being 16,000 hectares, or 3 times as 
much as in 1976, Food crops and fruit trees showed good growth, but tens 
of thousands of hectares being seriously damaged in 1978, Industrial 
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plante and export crops showed very good growth, with their cultivated 
areas being inoreased 20 percent annually; new plante like sugar cane, 
rush and pineapple being grown in the province; coconut palms and bananas 
being grown again and in larger areas; and soning being done for the first 
time for planting of arjun trees, 


One of the important measures which Tien Glang was interested in was to 
conoentrate manpower on doing water conservancy work, particularly stepping 
up the masse movement for bullding emall water conservancy works, dredging 
Canale and ditches and bullding new ones, making water flow emoothly, prop- 
erly using the existing sources of fresh water for intensive cultivation 
to raise productivity (Cai Lay, Chau Thanh and Cai Be) and practicing mul- 
ticropping in more than 6,000 hectares (the floating rice area of Cai Be 
and Cai lay), In average, every year Tien Giang mobilised more than 1.5 
million man-daye and dug and built more than 2 million cuble meters of 
earth, However, although the movement for doing water conservancy work in 
the last few years did benefit intensive cultivation, it has not yet 
changed the basic state of the locality, Alkalinity, salinity, drought 
and flood still constantly threaten ite agricultural production, 


Tien Giang considerably strengthened the tractor force and built many in- 
stallations to produce new varieties of rice and new breeds of hogs, grad- 
ually built the material and techni~.1 base and brought scientific and 
technical progresses into agricultural production, It stepped up the 
transformation and reorganization of agricultural production and obtained 
good initial results in the construction of state farms, cooperatives and 
production collectives, In addition to extending the cultivated areas, 

it was gradually moving toward specialised agricultural production, 


In industry, artisan industry and handicrafts, Tien Giang tried to restore 
and enlarge the existing production installations while bullding many new 
ones, and increased the value of the gross production in 1979 by 65 percent 
as compared with 1977, The machine industry, which had done only minor 
repairs, now was devoloped to the extent that it could both repair and 
make parts, machine tools and equipment; at the same time, it built a nun- 
ber of district machine centers and a network of blacksmith shops in vil- 
lages and hamlets, The province aleo built a number of installations aak- 
ing synthetic fertilizers, livestock feed, bricks, tiles, lime, nails, 
tirer, vegetable o11] and soap. 


About marine and sea products, which were the province's second strength, 
Tien Giang has nearly doubled ite catchin 1979, 


Important achievements were made in the fields of public health, education, 
culture, physical education, sports, wounded soldiers and social affairs. 
The province has finished the fight against illiteracy and is stepping up 
supplementary education while developing general and vocational education, 
The number of general school students has increased by 3 percent as con- 
pared with 1976, 
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Tien Giang ‘'s success in the past years was fairly total, In the light of 
the First Party Organieation Congress resolution, ite people were strug- 
giing hard, succeeded not only in scoring encouraging achievements on the 
agricultural production front but also in developing both industry and 
other economic sectors, stepped up production while building further the 
material and technical base, gradually moved agriculture toward specialised 
Cultivation and gradually built the industrial-agriocultural structure, 

With such a success, Tien Giang quickly overcame the aftermaths of poor 
crepe and flood, stabilised and improved a little ite people's living 
standard, fulfilled ite obligation toward the state even in the years of 
poor crops and increased the quantities of exported goods, 


Toward Intensive, Specialised Cultivation 


One of the guidelines and important tasks which the Tien Giang Provincial 
Party Organisation Congress unanimously approved was "to concentrate man- 
power on stepping up agricultural production, with the foous being grain 
and food production; to continue reorganizing production, by gradually mov- 
ing agriculture toward intensive and specialized cultivation; to build and 
totally develop the economy of the coastal areas, with gradual industrial- 
ization of the sea products sector; to continue stepping up industrial, 
artisan industrial and handicraft production for the benefit of agricul- 
tural development; to make more consumer goods and goods for export, and 

to step up export and import in accordance with capabilities and needs," 
Tien Giang has been continuing to reorganize production and to gradually 
move agriculture toward intensive and specialized cultivation, In the next 
2 years, it will increase grain production from 545,000 tons in 1979 to 
ats tone (including subsidiary food crops converted to paddy e siva- 
lent) in 1981, 


In order to reach the above grain production, Tien Giang strives to grow 
232,000 hectares of grain crops, consisting of 195,000 hectares of rice 
crop (40,000 hectares of high-yield crop), with average yield of 3 tons per 
hectare, and 37,000 hectares of subsidiary food crops, On this basis, it 
strives to get 1 million tons of grain per year after 1981, 


Tien Giang advocates extending the area of food crops to reach 8,000 hec- 
tares in 1980, with fruit trees being grown in 5,700 hectares; in 1961, 
the area of these crops will be 30 percent larger than in 1980, As to in- 
dustrial plants and export crops, it will grow by 1981 6,000 additional 
hectares of sugar cane, 3,000 hectares of coconut palms, 900 hectares of 
rush, 3,500 hectares of bananas and 2,000 hectares of pineapple, Atten- 
tion will be paid to developing the zones specialized in growing pineapple 
and sugar cane to serve processing plants and at the same time, there will 
be plans for protecting and exploiting 7,000 hectares of land put aside 
for arjun trees, Noreover, in the next 2 years, Tien Giang will also grow 
soybean, pepper, jute and mulberry and such medicinal plants as peppermint, 
ich mau / Leonurus sibiricus 7, xuyen tam lien, etc, 








The above norma point to the high determination of the party organisation 
and people of Tien Giang, To turn this determination into reality, the 
Tien Giang Party Organigation Congress carefully discussed the meacures to 
be taken, It unanimously conaidered continuing to atep up water conser- 
vancy work the key measure, In the next 2 years, the major interest will 
be to pay attention to small water conservancy work to be done by hamlets 
and villages and medium-aise work by districts, and at the same time to co- 
ordinate amall, medium and large water conservancy works at the provincial 
level, in intenaive-oultivation sones and in individual areas, for the pur- 
pose of basically resolving the problems of fresh water and positive water- 
ing and drainage in the twoerloe crop sone, 


The second important measure was "to atep up the all-people movement for 
production and use of green and etable manure.” Tien Glang set the annual 
norm of trying to make 1 million tonsa of organic fertiliser so that every 
hectare of cultivated land would get 45 tons, Since the people are still 
not familiar with using organic fertiliger, thie is a big and very diffi- 
cult and complicated matter, Therefore, in addition to the movement for 
urging the people to make organic fertiliser, the provincial administra- 
tion has adopted a number of policies to encourage the making and use of 
organic fertiliger and has established an organic fertiliser corporation, 
On the other hand, it pays attention to developing the processing installa- 
tions in conjunction with the people's movement for making organic fertil- 
iver and at the same time seeks every possible increase of chemical fer- 
tilizer production, 


In the next 2 years, Tien Giang will be trying to make breeding an orderly 
work 80 as to have good varieties and breeds for expanded production and 
to build up seed reserves, All districts will build level-Ii seedse-produc- 
ing farms, with their sige ranging from 100 hectares, as they move toward 
providing the right seeds for specific seasons and suitable for different 
zones, 


Tien Giang ie determined to reduce the area in which transplanting is done 
without fertiliging and to move toward putting an end to this situation; 
strives to mechanize the soil-preparation program in more than 60 percent 
of the rice-growing area, with plowing and harrowing to be kept on sched- 
ule; reviews the experience in caring for rice plants of tne people in the 
two-crop gone; raises the extent of intensive cultivation in the sone 
where the decision to grow two crops has just been made; and maintains 
about the same yield in all sones and for all ricefields, 


Animal husbandry has a very great relationship with intensive cultivation, 
Tien Glang advocates quickly turning it into a major productive sector, 
with attention being paid to quickly increasing the hog population fron 
161,315 in 1979 to 400,000 in 1980, The herds of hogs and cattle together 
will provide 1 million tons of organic fertilizer and thus ensure inten- 
sive cultivation, higher yield and extension of cultivated area. 
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It is, of course, not simple to reach the above-mentioned norm to make 
sure to get 800,000 tone of paddy by the end of 1961 and to gradually nove 
agriculture toward intensive and specialized cultivation, All of the 
guidelines and tasks recommended by the congress require carrying them out 
on the basie of coordinating all measures, creating a new change in the 
concept and action of the party organisation as a whole and the people of 
the province and first of all striving to fulfill the 4 major 1 plans 
as follows: 


~ To establish a solid high-yield rice crop sone and to extend its area 
from 20,000 hectares in 1980 to 40,000 hectares in 1941, with an yield of 
nearly 10 tonsa per hectare, for the purpose of ensuring 40 percent of the 
e@rain production of the entire province, 


- To raise and catch shrimp and fish for large-scale export in both brack- : 
teh and fresh water, ranging from 300 to 500 hectares, and to use, in addi- 
tion, other means to catch then, 


- To build specialized pineapple~- and sugar Cane-growing areas in state 
farms to ensure large concentrated production of these crops, 


- To tnerease the size of the herd of hogs (.5 million heads) and to make 
ormanic fertilizer (1 million tons), 


The four above-mentioned plans constitute the four key problems in the 
province's economic plan, Tien Giang is concentrating the cadres, party 
and youth union members who have the ability to proselyte the masses and 
technical knowledge and giving priority to using the material means to cre- 
ate favorable conditions for quickly and effectively fulfilling its plans, 
The party organization and people of Tien Giang Province still have many

PROVINCES STEP UP PRODUCTION OF FIFTH-MONTH, SPRING RICE

[Text_7 Ha Nam Ninhs Transplanting 10,000 Hectares Weekly 


Taking advantage of the good weather, the agricultural cooperatives in 
Ha Nam Ninh Province has been gathering their manpower in the fields to 
concentrate on seeding and transplanting the fifth-month and spring rice, 


The Provincial VCP Committee, People's Committee and sectors concerned as- 
signed the key cadres leadership over districts and cones, Districts sent 
two-thirds of cadres to localities to take part in production, Kim Son, 
Hoa Lu, Binh Luc, Kim Thanh, Hoang Long and Tam Diep Districts organised 
students (except Grade 10 students) and cadres for helping the coopera- 
tives to pull and transport rice seedlings and to ‘*ransplant them. Coop- 
erative members enthusiastically registered for overtime work to speed up 
transplanting of the spring rice, 


One week after Tet, lia Nam Ninh transplanted seedlings in 10,000 addition- 

al hectares and completed transplanting in 70 percent of the planned area, 

with Hai Hau, Xuan Thuy and Nam Ninh Districts having completed transplant- 
ing in 75-85 percent of their areas, Xuan Thuy was the fastest one in the 

province as it has transplanted Nong Nghiep 8 rice seedlings in 2,000 addi- 
tional hectares since Tet, 


The units specialized in the use of water conservancy in farming and in 
soil preparation coordinated their activities to bring in water and to har- 
row the soil for aeration, 


The cooperatives in Ha Nam Ninh are preparing the ricefields for direct 
sowing of the Tran Chau Lun and X 1 rice varieties, 
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Hal Hungs Seeding, Transplanting 12,000 Hectares Weekly 


As of 25 February, the agricultural cooperatives in Hal Hung Province have 
completed seeding and transplanting of spring rice in 64,000 hectares, in- 
Cluding direct sowing in 7, hectares, thus achieving 55,6 percent of 
the planned area for the entizre crop, Six days after Tet, from 20 to 25 
February, the province seeded and transplanted seedlings in 12,000 addi- 
tional hectares, twice as quickly as in the preceding week, However, as 
compared with thie same time last year and ite current schedule, seeding 
and transplanting in Hai Hung were atill slow, 


Hai Hung Province is concentrating on leadership to urge the cooperatives 
to take advantage of the warmer weather and to concentrate manpower on sow- 
ing and transplanting the spring rice, So far it has harrowed for aera- 
tion 105,000 hectares, or 91,3 percent of the planned area, while encoun- 
tering less difficulties in providing water and being in a better position 
to concentrate on sowing and transplanting, 


After letting the remaining area accommodate the spring rice seedlings 
that had just reached the degree of maturity for transplanting, the dis- 
tricts extended the areas of direct sowing of spring rice, with appropriate 
varieties being used, Cam Binh, the district that is experienced in direct 
sowing of spring rice, has completed direct sowing in 5,650 hectares and 
is continuing to prepare the soil carefully for more direct sowing, Nam 
Thanh District has completed direct sowing in 1,750 hectares; Kim Mon Dis- 
trict has completed seeding in 1,239 hectares, 


Again as of 25 February, Hai Hung has planted 2,554 hectares of corn, 4,000 
hectares of sweet potato, 2,312 hectares of vegetables, 2,125 hectares of 
jute and 344 hectares of spring-season peanut, As compared with the same 
time last year, it has planted 611 more hectares of jute alone, As to 
other vegetables and subsidiary food crops, about the same areas have been 
planted as last year, 


Emulating the Cau Ghe water conservancy management group, the pump stations 
in Hal Hung were stepping up their operations to supply enough water for 
most of the area to aerate the soil and to grow duckweed, The province as 
a whole has planted duckweed in 25,500 hectares, three times as much as 
last year, 


In order to finish seeding and transplanting of the spring rice in the 
first week of March, the districts and cities in Hai Hung have sent most 
of their leading cadres and sector cadres to the localities to take part 
in production leadership, Tens of thousands of workers in various sectors 
and occupations have been temporarily mobilized for sowing and transplant- 
ing of rice crops and planting of vegetables, subsidiary food and indus- 
trial crops, The leadership echelons of the party, government, mass or- 
ganizations and sectors were paying attention to creating the necessary 
conditions and helping the cooperatives that had encountered difficulties 
to step up labor management and to concentrate manpower on keeping sowing 
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and transplanting on schedule, The province has put to use six pump sta- 
tions to aid those areas that always encountered water supply problems, 


The cooperatives are strictly adopting the system of giving work contracts 
to each individual and transplanting teams and encouraging their female 
members to work full days and full half-days and to sow and transplant the 
apring rice quickly, 


Hau Giang: Planting 5,700 Hectares of Crops 


As of the end of February, Hau Giang Province has planted 5,700 hectares 
of winter-spring subsidiary food and industrial crops, 1,000 hectares more 
than this time last year, It paid attention to growing yellow corn and 
soybean along with other vegetables and subsidiary food crops and practic- 
ing intensive cultivation, 


The agricultural sector in Hau Giang supplied tens of tons of yellow corn 
seeds, Ite technical cadres and the cadres and students of Can Tho Col- 
lege went to Ke Sach and O Mon Districts to provide technical guidance 
about soybean cultivation, 


Binh Tri Thien: Fertilizing and Fighting Drought 


Overcoming weather-related difficulties, in the fifth-month and spring rice 
crop this year, farmers in the key rice-growing districts -- Huong Dien, 
Trieu Hai and Huong Phu in Binh Tri Thien Province -- were actively bring- 
ing water into the high ricefields to fight the drought so as to finish 
transplanting in 96-98 percent of the planned area, Ben Hai District 
alone increased its area by 250 hectares and exceeded by 3.3 percent the 
goal for area of transplanting, which was done within the best time during 
the crop season, 


The cooperatives have so far transported 234,150 tons of organic fertil- 
izer to the fields to fertilize 64,185 hectares of ricefields, at the rate 
of 8 tons of stable manure per hectare in the intensive-cultivation areas 
and 10 tons of combined fertilizers for the poorer rice-growing areas, 

The province as a whole has finished the first weeding in 36,054 hectares 
of transplanted-early ricefields and the second weeding in 7,580 hectares, 
with the fifth-month rice crop having just entered the period of tillering 
and boot forming, 


In addition to caring for and fertilizing the fifth-month and spring rice, 
the localities are directing the building of dams and the use of water 

from ponds and lakes to save the 3,000 hectares of ricefields that have 

been seriously affected by the drought, The cooperatives are actively re- 
pairing and making water wheels and buckets of all kinds to help fight the 
drought. Youth and women's organizations in many localities are organiz- 
ing bailing of water at night to save the rice crop, Last week, the city 
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of Dong Hol succeeded in saving 500 hectares of seriously drought-stricken 
ricefields, Farmers in the Districts of bo Trach, Quang Trach, Le Ninh, 
Trieu Hal, Phu Loc, etc, were working hard to bring in water to save hun-

job of mobilizing grain, the [rice] area must be urgently 
expanded and state rice farms must be built in the Mekong 
Delta. The Counicl of Ministers has entrusted the sectors and 
localities with the task of carrying this out immediately in 


order to quickly implement the important policies mentioned 
above. 


The Ministry of Agriculture, together with the State Planning 
Commission and the ministries concerned, especially the 

ney od of Water Conservancy, the Ministry of Building, 

the Ministry of Communications and Transportation, the 
Ministry of Engineering and Metals, the Ministry of Power 

and Coal and the provincial people's committees in the 
Mekong Delta provinces, is supplementing the survey data to 
make all-round plans for the areas where state rice farms 
will be built, setting tasks to plan each state farm and so 
on. The ministries and provinces that have wasteland that can 
be reclaimed to build state rice farms are giving priority to 
employing cadres and arr ing means for the survey and 
planning work and maintaining the rate of work in accord with 
the requirements of the Ministry of Agriculture. 
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Immediately, the Ministry of Agriculture and the sectors 
concerned must open additional areas that can successfully 
plant one crop of rice (or two crops if possible) in the 

U Minh, Vinh Loi, Nam Can and Ngoc Hien regions in Minh Hai 
Province and in An Bien, Vinh Thuan and Bac He Tien in Kien 
Giang Province and, in 1980 and the next few years, strive to 
enlarge the state rice farm area approximately 100,000 
hectares. 


The direction in organizing business enterprise production in 
these regions is to build state farms managed by the Ministry 
of Agriculture or the localities. 


Concerning water conservancy, based on the quidelines for 
water conservancy thr ut the region, immediately, things 
must be organized to ld medium-sized and small water 
conservancy projects in accord with present conditions, the 
folld drainage requirements and the requirements for washing 
away the alum and salt in order to be able to plant a rice 
crop during the first 8 and gradually create the 
conditions for increasing the number of crops and carrying 
on intensive cultivation at a higher level. 


The Ministry of Water Conservancy is responsible for forming 
plans, making investments and constructing projects to 
~\- the entire region, the immediate thing being to 
buibd sea dikes and flood drainage and fresh water sluices 
in the U Minh forest and dredge a number of large canals. 
The water conservancy projects in each region (mainly 
drainage canals that are about 15 meters wide) are under the 
control of the agricultural sector. The Geology General 
Department is responsible for expanding the surveying of the 
underground sources of water in the regions where state rice 
farms will be built primarily in order to support the need 
for water in daily life. 





The amount of equipment, supplies, building materials and 
capital necessary for building the state farms must be 
calculated by the Ministry of Agriculture and the State 
Planning Commission and recorded in the 1980 plan and the 
plans for the following years. The Ministry of Agriculture 
must have measures to make full use of the sector's existing 
yp ey pa equipment capabilities and give priority to 
distributing equipment to these regions. 











The State Planning Commission and the sectors concerned are 
responsible for ensuring that various supplies and building 
materials, especially gasoline, oil, lumber, iron, steel, 
cement, roofing materials and so on are supplied to the 
Ministry of Agriculture in order to build state farms. 


As for labor needs, the Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Ministry of Labor must, ether with the provinces 
concerned, give consideration to fully exploiting the labor 
capabilities on the te including using the seasonal 
laborers of the localities and the armed forces, to build 
the rice areas mentioned above. 


Concerning the number of laborers that must be sent from 
other provinces, the Ministry of Agriculture and the State 
Planning Commission must make specific calculations in order 
to put this in the annual state plan. As for technical 
laborers, especially workers who operate and repair vehicles 
and machines, Thai Binh, Ha Nam Ninh, Hai Hung, Ha Son Binh 
and Haiphong are responsible for sharing part of their existing 
forces in order to provide them for the rice regions 

mentioned above. 


With the help of the Organization Department of the Central 
Committee and the Organization Department of the government, 
the Ministry of Agriculture is responsible for revamping the 
organizational and cadre apparatus and fulfilling the state 
farm construction requirements. The Ministry of Agriculture 
must study things and establish a production a and 
business enterprise organization (which operates in accord 
with profit-and-loss accounting principles) in order to 
directly manage the state rice farms in the Mekong Delta 
right from the time they are built. 


Thai Binh, Ha Nam Ninh, Hai Hung, Haiphong, Ha Son Binh and 
the central agencies are responsible for providing part of 
the management, technical and professional cadres for the 
state rice farms mentioned above.

KIEN GIANG FISH CATCH DECLINES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 3) Mar 1980 p 2 


(er ticle Thanh Giang: "Why Haen't Fishing Induetry in Kien Giang Developed 
Strongigit? 


(Text/ Kien Giang is one of the provinces catching the most ocean fish and 
in the most convenient manner in the entire nation, 


According to a research document, it is poesible to take from 100,000 to 
200,000 tone of shrimp and fieh from thie area each year. Statistice from 
the province indicate that in 1976, Kien Giang took nearly 95,000 tons, in 
1977 nearly 76,000 tons, in 1976 more than 53,600 tons and in 1979, more than 
50,000 tons, With a purchase quote of 36,000 tons, 3,200 tone were attained, 
With a goal of 800 tone in exported refrigerated eshriap, 290 tons were attain- 
ed. With a goal of 4.5 million litere of fieh sauce, 3.5 million were attain- 
ed. Therefore, since the provinces of southern Vietnam were liberated, the 
output of shriap and fieh caught by Kien Giang has declined by nearly one- 
half. Only the amount of dried fieh has increased with a quota of 2,500 

tone and 3,000 tone attained. Why does this situation exist? 


An Hoa Ward, 5 kilometers from the city, is a large ward with many fishermen 
and firet rate boat sanufacturing and building facilities. <A period of un- 
stable production hae existed and fishermen have not dared to go to sea for 
fear of encountering groups stealing boate to escape from the country. At 
times in order to make a living, they have waited for rough seas before going 
out to fieh. Last year, Kien Giang lost a number of fishing boats. However, 
the repair and construction of new boats ie insignificant. Kien Giang has a 
a number of boat building facilities and fairly skilled boat builders. Hovw- 
ever, boat building lumber is unavailable, Nguyen Van Thanh, sember of the 
etanding committee of the provincial party committee, "The state has a plan 
for supplying Kien Giang 6,000 cubic meters of lumber but we have obtained 
only 300 cubic meters because the forestry industry has no lumber." Parts 
and equipment for boat repair are aleo lacking although the provincial sa- 
chinery repair forces have sade great efforte to reduce the number of boats 


lying in port. 
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Management classification ie not closely coordinated with the characteristice 
of the fishing industry. Before 1977, all the fiehing boate returned to un- 
load their fieh in Rach Gia port, Boate from Minh Hai and Saigon (former) 
fishing in thie area also unloaded their fieh here. In Rach Gia was formed a 
fieh procee@ing industrial area such « fieh meal plant, shriap refrigeration 
plant, emoked globefieh plant and pointe for selling supplies to the fishing 
boate, Thie was a convenient communications center for rapidly distributing 
fieh to the provinces of former Nembo. Since 19786, according to new manage- 
ment classification, boate under 20 horsepower have been assigned to district 
level management; fieh and shrisp caught are returned to the district but the 
district hae no piere and no processing facilities. Consequently, fish is 
sold for immediate congumption or for drying with a serious decline in export 
goode, The enterprise processing fieh meal for livestock feed in the province 
lacks fieh for raw sateriale because the emall boate no longer return to Rach 
Gia port. Thie situation futher explains why the amount of export shriap has 
declined from 600 to 230 tons, One other matter existe; boat engines were 
previously supplied in Rach Gia port with available equipment but now sust be 
transported to the district with excessive complications, Such a fragmented 
method of management has given rise to a “self-sufficient, self-production 
and eelf-consuaption” ideology in each dietrict. Some have joked that this 
ie panagement in the "ehrimp style," jumping back from concentrated large- 
scale to emall and dispersed work. 


A number of definite achievement have been made in improving the fishing in- 
dustry and establishing new fishing unite. Luu Tai, Director of Kien Giang 
State-Operated Fishing, stated thet at the present tise, state-operations 
have about 5O boate of 45 to 240 horsepower with an annual catch of fish and 
shriap of about 4,000 tons. Captain Tu Bi of Boat 678 stated that compared 
with working for his old boss, his income is slightly lower now but his life 
is better assured with excellent political and spiritual conditions. The 
catch per boat is higher than before but the monthly catch ie lower because 
fewer tripe are made to sea. The production methode of Team 2, a collective 
fishing teem in An Hoa, do not have the collective theme and nature as de- 
sired by everyone, Member in the team clamor a great deal about gasoline and 
011 allocations, indicating that this is also a reason for the reduced catch. 
However, this problem is fairly complex and required additional study. The 
director of the Kien Giang Marine Products Service indicated that isprovement 
and conetruction of the fishing industry here ie slow without key organizat- 
ion in production. This is also one of the reasons influencing the size of 
the fieh catch. 


The situation has many difficulties but everyone in the sea fishing industry 
in Kien Giang ie enthusiastic about the business. This is a great advantage. 
Looking out at a sea which is as quiet as a lake with weather which is still 
good, the fishermen all say that there are still many fieh in the Rach Gia sea 
aid fishing here is “easy to do and easy to rapidly rise." At the present 
time, the people are able to purchase all available lumber for building ships 
and engines for operating the boats. Many people have submitted applications 
to work in the fishing industry. Therefore, despite the many difficulties, 
the fishermen can still still see a way ~ “.oming. 
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The Marine Products Service Director further iadiceted the concerning the 
security at sea, besides state forces, we will stimulate ideology and build 
peoples forces to saintain security at sea, We have sufficient capability 
to accomplieh thie task, It is pos#ible that the district will manage per- 
sonnel and fieh boate but that economic and technical operations will be 
concentrated into one. It ie possible to concentrate personne] and seane by 
season, etc. 


While under improvement, the etate-operated fishing fleet will be strengthen- 
ed and the personnel engaged in fishing will be organized in collective pro- 
duction and rectification of iteme not yet corrected, allowing production to 
rapidly develop.

[Text] ‘Tnis is an airline story in our country. Domestic flights. To put 
it concretely, the flights linking Hanoi to Ho Chi Minh City, and vice versa. 


On 10 January 1980, I boarded a flight from Ho Chi Minh City to Hanoi. Take- 
off time was mentioned clearly on the ticket: 1130 hours. To be on the safe 
side, I showed up at Tan Son Nhat airport by 1000 hours. There, I was inforn- 
ed, though, that as a result of delayed arrivals from Hanoi, the first morning 
departure from Tan Son Nhat was postponed until 1130 hours. Consequently, the 
1130 hours flight was rescheduled for 1300 hours. The 1300 hours flight was 
held up until...And so on... 


The 1130 hours flight took off. So did the 1300 hours flight. 


The hands of the airport clock were moving slowly. The last departure of the 
day was scheduled for 1630 hours. As sunset drew near, all passengers were 
worried. 


Suddenly, the loudspeakers shouted out my name. I was so , because I 
was the last passenger in line. But the loudspeakers said, ladies and 
gentlemen who have bought seats for today's flights to Hanoi are kindly 
requested to go home and to return to the airport tomorrow for service." 


The voice through the public address system was so sweet, but the hearts of 
co many passengers were filled with sorrow. 


Initially, I believed that the spectacle of postponement and rescheduling 
happened at Ho Chi Minh City airport only, due to delayed arrivals from Hanoi. 
I wae wrong. On 26 January 1980, I bought a plane ticket in Hanoi for a flight 
to Ho Chi Minh City. The ticket office mentioned clearly that take-off time 
was O700 hours. Passengers were asked to report to Bo Ho, where the airline 
office is located, before 0400 hours for a bus ride to the Noi Bai (Vinh Phuc) 
international airport before 0600 hours for processing. 
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Therefore, I had to get up at 0300 hours and to show up at the Bo Ho office 
just before 0400 hours. The office was closed tight and no airport bus was 
in sight. The passengers were seated in disorder on the curb. Weather was 
cold. Sometime before 0600 hours, an airline employee opened a door and 
told us that because of inclement weather, the morning flights for Saigon 
were held up until 1100 hours. 


Once again, our hearts were filled with sorrow. My mind went back to the 
Tan Son Nhat airport. Delayed arrivals from Hanoi would certainly cause 
postponement and rescheduling, I said to myself. 


Passengers using the Civil Aviation Department sincerely suggest that the 
schedules of plane arrivals and departures be announced publicly at ticket 
offices in the cities, that passengers be transported to the airport only 
when a flight is assured, and that the spectacle of passengers cooling their 
heels, sometimes for a whole day, before being told to go home, be ended. 


On the above-mentioned flights from Ho Chi Minh City to Hanoi and vice versa, 
the passengers were treated to several disappointing scenes. 


On LO January 1980, while lining up in the security area for 1.D. and luggage 
inspection, passengers for the last flight--1630 hours--from Tan Son Nhat were 
displeased with the very arrogant behavior of a security cadre. He blocked 
access to the area, ordering passengers to submit I.D. papers. A passenger 
whose papers he deemed incomplete was ordered not to move on. The passenger 
tried to explain. He was sternly ordered to remove his sunglasses before 
talking. (From whom came that regulation of prohibiting people from wearing 
sunglasses while talking to a state official?) A passenger who moved closer 
to the cadre was directed to step back several steps. The cadre ordered the 
passengers to open wide all papers in front of him if they wanted to move 
fast. A humpbacked old lady over 80 years old, accompanied by her son, was 
allowed by the passengers to move up front. The security cadre ordered her 
instead to fall back into line. "Even old folks must observe order,” he 
insolently noted. When the old lady approached the plane several stewardesses 
hurriedly ran down to help her climb aboard. The passengers couldn't help but 
compare their politeness and the cadre's arrogance. 


On 26 January 1980, in Hanoi while waiting for an airport bus in front of the 
BO Ho ticket office, the passengers saw an empty bus coming. They asked the 
bus driver to give them a ride to airport, but he stuck his face out of the 
car window, barking, “Be seated there, I'll pick you up when the plane is 
ready.” 


Some passengers persisted. The bus driver roared in anger, “Are you folks 
giving me orders?” 


The passengers said, “No, we don't give you orders, we simply request you...” 














The bus driver slammed the door shut, turned the engine on and let out an 
arrogant remark, "Be seated there, to depart by 8 or 9 o'clock is still 


early!" 


It is difficult to imagine that these stories are the ones besetting our 
domestic airline.

COMPLAINTS ABOUT RATIONING AIRED

{Text} In recent days, pe ularly before Tet, the flow of mail coming 
regularly every day to th: epaper's office included 4 number of letters 
addressed directly to "The ~oilder.” 


Many of these letters focused on two categories of problems, generating 
reflection and concern, 


The first category involved commerce--ration stamps and coupons. 


A letter complained, “Tet is at hand, but why is the distribution of ration 
stamps and coupons so slow in coming?” Another letter said, “We have made 
s0 many trips but have still been unable to know how to properly comply with 
bureaucratic procedures! Once 1 even traveled to Ho Chi Minh City for a 
paper; but this still was not enough. i have returned from the trip, but the 
ration stamps and coupons have not been issued yet.” 


"Since we belong to the 2nd Economic Category,” a letter wrote, “we have had 

to change residence. lots of pains about ration stamps and coupons. When . 
stamps were available, fabric coupons were not. Fabric coupons were finally 
issued, but then we had to wait for family ration cards and fuel cards. We 

were bounced from place to place. On 5 February 1980, a few days into the 

sales of Tet commodities, we took it up with a commerce bureau and were told, 
"Orders for supplemental distribution have not been given.” 


There were quite a few 2nd category letters. Some came from the people of 
Precinct A, with the approval of the precinct board of representatives; 
others were signed by the people of collective housing complex B, carrying 
individual signatures but zeroing in on problems of common interest--loss 
of electricity, scarcity of water and waste of water. 


The newspaper has transmitted some of these letters to responsible organs 
for consideration. Others were or will be published in the letters to the 








nditer section. The editor-in-chief has, moreover, instructed the staff to 
check out and comment on some letters. In sum, the newspaper's policy is 
to keep the branches in charge posted in due time on all complaints, thus 
Leading certainly to appropriate and concrete action, 


in the opinion of “The Builder,” however, the grievance mail was too numerous. 
"The Builder" mentions briefly here a few main ideas, hoping that the Hanoi 
Commercial Service, the Hanoi Electrical Service and the Water Distribution 
Corporation find ways to make public the necessary requirements, the objective 
difficulties and the remaining subjective shortcomings and to take remedial 
measures to help the people proceed smoothly to want collective ownership. 
Such prompt and detailed announcements will help reduce a great deal of 
unwanted gripes, and at the same time will help the people avoid much pain, 
worry, time and red tape!
